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Once an orphanage and school for fulltime 
boarding students, the Academy has much 
tradition built into it. Pupils at one time 
resided and attended classes in the same 
building and stayed for months at a time, 
going home only at Thanksgiving, Christmas, 
Easter and in summer. The school adopted as 
its motto, ‘Virtue, Honor, Educations."’ Rules 
unheard of by us were once standards of 
behavior here. To enroll, a letter of 
recommendation on one's social standing 
was necessary. Once the student arrived, she 
needed to have such items as her own table 
service, plenty of her own clothing, since 
trading or borrowing was not permitted, and 
a sum of spending money to be deposited 
with the treasurer of the school for her use. 
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Disciplinary regulations stated that no 
talking was allowed in the corridors or on the 
steps even during recreation. No one was 
excused from recreation without special 
permission from the directress. Girls not 
otherwise engaged were to be in study hall. 

Other rules pertaining to uniform codes 
were also enforced. Both school and Sunday 
uniforms were to be worn, and students were 
not allowed to change into ‘‘civies'’ after 
school. Jewelry was not permitted, but a ring, 
earrings, and pin were acceptable. What a 
change 125 years can make!

Activities organized at the Academy were 
quite different from those the studenis have 
now grown accustomed to. There were such

Dances included a Maypole dance 
sponsored by the juniors. Prom was unique 
since boys were not invited. Yes, the dates 
were the girls themselves. Rest assured, all 
escorts at the 1977 prom were male. 

Time was spent at movies, and plays 
performed several times throughout the year. 
Even bingo parties and treasure hunts were 
on the schedule for the girls. 

During the snow days the girls enjoyed 

taffy pulls, sleigh rides, and ice-skating on the 
pond. But no ICA girl has had the pleasure of 
using that pond since 1968 when it was filled 


in and became the site of the new classroom

Ford: mock 
time, many voters were undecided between 
Ford and Carter. The political conventions 
overturned tradition, with the Democrats’ 
being relatively quiet and smooth, and the 
Republicans’ full of excitement. Overall, 
Jimmy Carter rose as victor over the incum- 
bent president, Gerald Ford.

In contrast to this, the school election con- 
ducted by the senior civics students resulted in 
a Republican victory. The project was 
designed to provide students with practice in 
voting and a chance to voice opinions. Voter 
turnout was excellent, and, according to Miss 
Myers, the only difficulty was tabulating 
votes.

results, the spirit remained the same: Ameri- 
cans expressed their individualism and free- 
dom, and exercised the right for “ . . . a 
government of the people, by the people, for 
the people."’
